550,000 Were Purchased for 


February-to-June Period— 
Deadline Last Night. 


The ‘office of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue, which has not 
devised a definite method for en- 
forcing the sale -of the $5 annual 
Federal automobile use tax stamps, 
due today, announced that 97,000 
stamps had been sold in St. Louis 
so far, compared with 550,000 
stamps \sold for the February-June 
period of $2.09 each. 

Sale of the new red stamps, good 
until next June 30, was 52,000 up 
to yesterday morning, while an 
additional 45,000 were gold in a 
rush of motorists to postéffices yes- 
terday and last night. Official 
deadline for obtaining the stamps 
was last midnight, when the old 
green issue became invalid. 

Congress, in passing the stamp 
law, failed to include an appropria- 
tion for its enforcement. The In- 
ternal Revenue Collector's office is 
considering placing deputy collec- 
tors at strategic traffic centers to 
report the State license numbers 
of all motorists whose stamps are 
not visible. 

The deputy collectors, who do

The General, in his first inter- 
view since being appointed to his 
new command, said that air forces 
“will be the controlling factor in 
the Pacific’ and that American 
forces “are fighting as one team— 
Army, Navy and Marines.” 

“A Long, Hard Job.” 

But he warned that the show- 
down is yet to come and that it 
“looks like a long, hard job.” 

“We are strong, but so is the 
enemy,” he said. “It is no. push- 
over. The Japanese have real 
planes, manned by, real fighters 
who are highly skilled and well 


they have very effective plans and 
tactics prepared for years and car- 
ried out with precision. They have 
introduced new weapons in the 
war in the Pacific, for example, 
grenades from planes. They have 
improved their Zeros « (Navy 
planes), sacrificing protection for 
speed and. maneuverability. 

“They know how to use their 
weapons. It’s going to take the 
best we have and-pienty of it to 
carry on to victory. : 

Cautions “Home Folks.” 

“Our sky fighters are rendering 
a good account of themselves but 
the home folks must realize that 
it is a fatal military blunder to 
underestimate an enemy.”

On th floor Senator Norris led 
the fight against the nomination. 

Senator Burton (Rep.), Ohio, 
speaking today told the Senate 
that it would fail in its Constitu- 
tion obligations if it were to act 
merely as a “rubber stamp” for 
Presidential nominations. 

Burton said that in acting on 

ey the Senate should be satis- 
fi beyond a reasonable doubt 
that the appointment would “add 
to the faith of the people” in 
government, and that Meaney pos- 
sessed the qualities “to justify his 
selection above all others” in New 
Jersey for a lifetime appointment. 

No argument had been presented 
on. the Senate floor in favor of 
Meaney’s confirmation, Burton 
said, adding that Senator Norris 
presented ample reasons yesterday 
against confirmation.

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POLISH DIPLOMAT KILLED 
IN PLUNGE IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, July 1 (AP).—Gen. 
Boselaw Wieniawa - Dlugoszewski, 
Polish Ambassador to Italy during 
the tense days preceding the Ger- 
man invasion of Poland in 1939, 
fell or jumped to his death from 
the roof of a Riverside drive build- 
ing today. 

The 65-year-old Pole climbed to 
the roof of a six-story building at 
3 Riverside drive clad in pajamas 
and bedroom slippers. His body 
was found in a vacant lot. 

The general had recently re- 
ceived an appointment as Ambas- 
sador to Cuba for the Polish Gov- 
ernment-in-Exile. He had been in 
this country with his wife and 
daughter less than a year. A tele- 
gram bearing a diplomatic message 
arrived for him shortly before his 
death. He once served as an aid 
to the late Marshal Pilsudski, 
Polish national hero, according to 
information here.

suit contends. 

An affidavit filed with the suit 
said Rothermel had said “that he 
wished all of the American soldiers 
could be lined up and shot down 
like dogs; that if the United States 
went to war, he would ‘get into the 
center of the State where he could 
not be found;’ that he would not 
fight Adolf Hitler, the German 
Reichsfuehrer, because Hitler is his 
countryman; and that he had, and 
displayed, three incendiary pencils 
which he said he would use to blow 
up a ship if he were drafted and 
sent abroad.” 

The affidavit continued, “Rother- 
mel has constantly advocated the 
principles of the government of the 
German Reich, the German Nazi 
party, and of Adolf Hitler; he con- 
tinually expresses a preference for 
the form of government of the 
German Reich over that of the 
United States; and he has stated 
that he still considers the German 
Reich his fatherland.”

union consented to the reduction 
in 1939, while at present 73 per 
cent of its milk is sold in gallon 
and half-gallon bottles and the pro- 
portion is steadily increasing be- 
cause of curtailment of deliveries. 

The companies rejected the yn- 
iom’s request for three classifica- 
tions of inside workers, Kerckhoff 
said, “because in a week I could 
train'any employe to perform near- 
ly any type of work in the dairy.”

Introduces Treatment. 


Dr. Smith first introduced the 
new burn treatment to the Navy

The starting point 6f the at- 
tack, so far as McClure and the 
War Department are concerned, is 
still Shangri-La, as jokingly re- 
vealed by President Roosevelt. 
The high points of the raid for 
him, McClure said, were the anti- 
aircraft bursts that came close but 
missed his plane, the sight of a 
Japanese aircraft carrier making 
a perfect target in the harbor at 
Tokyo, and the surprised look of 
a group of Japanese at a small rail- 
road station outside Tokyo when 
they recognized the enemy air- 
plane. 


Bombed Machine Works. 


The objectives of the heavy 
bombs carried in McClure’s ship 
were two big» machine works in 
Tokyo, a smelter of four or five 
stacks on the outskirts, and a 
group of tinder-like factories on 
the other side of the river. Mc- 
Clure thought that the bombs had 
reached their mark, but was not 
sure. As he expressed it, the pilot 
“had the stick against the fire 
wall”—meaning at full throttle— 
after the bombs had been released 
and the plane nosed out to sea. 

For his part in the raid, McClure 
was awarded the. Distinguished 
Flying Cross last week, but the

Here is his account of the raid:

We flew 
low—not much more than 50 feet 
off the water—and I could see the 
expressions on the bathers’ faces.

People 
around here didn’t realize we were 
American bombers, probably be- 
cause of our red spot in the mid- 
dle of a white star, and one fellow 
waved a handkerchief in greeting.

“Five minutes later six Japanese 
pursuit planes appeared over us at 
about 2000 feet. They must not 
have seen us, because they contin- 
ued on their way. We were skim- 
ming the tree tops in the valleys. 
“We had excellent maps, and 10 
minutes later I recognized Tokyo 
and the harbor, about seven miles 
away. We swung out over the 
ocean, coming down to about 10 
feet of the water so we could rec- 
ognize our objective. We could do 
this because of intensive map 
study,

Medals Attached to Bomb. 


“IT took pictures of those medals 
and of the bombardier attaching 
them to the loaded bomb, I sure 
wish .I had those pictures,” Mc- 
Clure said. 

In a nearby hospital room, First 
Lieut. Ted Lawson of Los Angeles 
is also recovering from the bomber 
crash-up, Lawson, who was first 
pilot, lost a leg as a result of the 
accident. Two other officers and 
a sergeant were “shaken up a bit,” 
according to McClure. They are 
Second Lieut. Dean Davenport of 
‘Portland, Ore., the co-pilot; Second 
Lieut. Robert §,- Clever, also of 
Portland, bombardier, and Sergt.

McClure was born in St. Louis, 
but his family was one of the 
“pioneers” in University City. He 
attended the University of Mis- 
souri, where he was pledged to 
the Sigma Chi fraternity. He in 
tended to be a civil engineer and 
was a junior in the engineering 
school when he enlisted in the Air 
Corps on Oct. 16, 1940, the first day 
of the draft. He was sent to Hicks 
and Randolph Fields for pilot 
training, but at Randolph he was 
“eliminated” for the pilot’s com- 
mission—reason not given. Because 
of his engineering and mathemat- 
ical training, he immediately 
switched over to the *navigation 
course, and wag trained at the Pan 
American Navigation School at

There was a breath-taking period 
when the Government was out 
ahead of the people. Though few 
people actually desired a German 
victory, they wanted Mexico to 
ke@p hands off.

The note of protest against the 
sinking of two Mexican ships was 
an ultimatum, and when Germany 
declined even to receive the pro- 
test, there was no alternative but 
a declaration of war. 

Foreign Minister Padilla . had 
sent the note with the full approv- 
al of President Avila Camacho. 
— ‘when the issue of declaring 
was was thrust on the Govern- 
ment, four members of the Cabinet 
expressed their: disapproval. For- 
mer President Cardenas flew to 
Mexico City from his post as com- 
manding general of the Pacific 
area to put in a word of caution,

Gradually, the support solidified.

J nuce « as they are significant. 

It is true that on first sight the 
men and women, though not the 
children, seem to be more poorly 
dressed than formerly, even in this 
rich and world-renowned oil city. 
\None, for example, wears a hat. 
The cap and the kerchief are still 
the style and the symbaql of new 
Russia. Civilians walk around in 
sandals or in old, often misshapen 
shoes. Nowhere is there a vestige 
of style. 

The theater has become almost a 
rite. Here in Baku, a city of nearly 
one million population, there are 
an opera house and theaters in 
which productions are given in the 
Russian, Armenian and Azerbaijan 
languages. In addition there are 
the little theaters in factories, 
schools and other institutions. 


Battles on the Sevastopol and 
Kharkov fronts may gain in fury, 
the blackout may be so complete 
that one has to walk with out- 
stretched arms to avoid bumping 
into pedestrians and buildings, but 
the citizens here flock to the opera 
house tp hear “Rigoletto” or “Eu- 
gene Onegin,” or to the dramatic 
theaters to weep over Chekhov's 
“Three Sisters” or be thrilled by 
Alexander Korneichuk’s new and 
exciting play, “Guerrillas in the 
Ukraine.” 


Dress for Theater. 


They dress for the theater as for 
an exalted event, the most exalted 
in their lives. The fabric of their 
clothing may be of inferior quality, 
but the style, even ® this writer's 
masculine eyes, is reminiscent of 
New York, not at its boldest but at 
its best. In the daytime the Rus- 
sians, because they are all mobi- 
lized for work, wear their oldest 
clothes, but when they go to the 
theater they look more ornete than 
I have ever known them. 


N the six years I have been away 
place even in the outward appearance of the people which are as 


the authorities once held, it was 
well to let oil dominate not only 
the economics but the landscape of 
the city. 

That is all changed now. Baku 
still needs much scrubbing, paint- 
ing and landscaping, but the ane 
cient battle between the trees and 
oll is at an end. Trees have scored 
a conspicuous triumph. Street after 
street is not only lined with trees 
but also mantled with little parks, 
and everywhere the parks swarm 
with children. There are so many 


-Children and they are so gay and 


lusty and well, though simply 
dressed, that one cannot help paus- 
ing to watch them. The war games 
they play,-particularly the throw- 
ing of missles shaped like hand 
grenades, unwittingly bring to 
mind the purely racial and biolog- 
ical aspects of the Russian-German 
war. 


A Russian Edge. 


To German political leaders Rus- 
sia’s high birth rate always has 
been a source of annoyance, To 
Adolf Hitler and Alfred Rosenberg 
(the No. 1 Nazi ideologist) it has 
been a source of unending exas- 
peration. Try as desperately as 
they might, the Nazis have failed 
to lift Germany’s birth rate to the 
level of Russia’s and, as if in re~ 
venge, so the Russians believe, the 
Germany army in the occupied ter- 
ritories is deliberately exterminat- 
ing the very old and the very 
young. 

Most decidedly in this fight unte

Strife in Missouri’s Supreme Court 


Row among Judges over insurance case is distressing, and decision 
to suppress opinions impairs public confidence in court, lawyers’ 
publication says; urges that opinions be filed, as people are entitled 
to full facts, and asserts charges of jurists should be made openly.

HE row in the Missouri Supreme Court 
over the remnant of the insurance 
scandal is a sad and distressing scene. 

All former phases of this litigation, -nd 
they are many and divers, have been 
decided in favor of the mulcted policy- 
holder. Hitherto the majority, consisting of 
Judges in Division 1, have cracked down on 
and rejected all efforts to deplete the fund 
at the expense of the victims of the rapacity 
of insurance companies. From these de- 
cisions, the Judges of Division 2 have 
uniformly dissented, without opinion, . 

The latest ision, however, went against 
the policyholders. The Circuit Court, which 
four Supreme Judges have heretofore held 
was without jurisdiction of the fund, now is 
held to have had. power to pay out a sub- 
stantial part of it. This is accomplished by 
a shift from the policyholders’ side by 
Judge Dougias and the joining with the 
former minority of Judge Clark, a recent 
addition to the court. Of the decision, 
which apparently now goes to the United 
States Supreme Court, we reserve discus- 
sion for another time, 

It is not surprising that a case of this 
character, with all the personalities, in- 
terests and controversies that have been 
-invol¥Ved directly or indirectly, has caused 
sharp conflict in the views of the Judges 
who have repeatedly disagreed about it. 

But it is hard to understand how the 
majority arrived at the conclusion that it 
had the right to suppress the views of 
Judges. Gantt and Tipton, Each is a mem- 
ber of the court. Each was elected by the 
people. Each is equal in authority with 
every other Judge. Moreover, the public is 
entitled to know what Judge Gantt had to 
say about the reasoning of the majo ity. 

The order expunging the opinions is a 
plain violation of the statute, Section 13359, 
R..8. Mo., 1939, which expressly requires 
that three copies of each written opinion 
delivered by a Judge of the court shall be 


} charge made openly, and answered openly, 
than to excite morbid suspicion with a 
hush-hush order of suppression. 

The court’s latest action is as incon- 
gruous as the first. It now suggests, if the 
parties and Judges Gantt and Tipton are 
willing, the suppressed opinions may be 
examined in secret by the Justices of the 
Supreme Court at Washington, on petition 
for certiorari. To this Tipton has agreed, 
but Gantt makes “no comment.” 

The published excerpts from his opinions 
clearly rebut the intimations of Gantt’s 
senility. They demonstrate his intellectual 
vigor. It will be surprising if he accedes to 
this proposal that his opinions be shuffled 
in the dark and denied the treatment ac- 
corded the opinions of his brofher Judges. 

The court belongs to the State—not to the 
Judges. They have neither legal nor moral 
right to enforce the order they have made, 
Public confidence in them is being im- 
paired daily. 

The opinions should be filed. The people 
are able to judge of the truth and fairness 
of what they contain. And they have the 
right to know.

They ha 
raised more questions than they 
pretend to be able to answer. 
Thus the first two parts of the 
Hoover-Gibson book are a: memo- 
randum of some of‘ the things that 
must be taken into account in pre- 
paring for peace and the third 
part is a suggestive, yet a tenta- 
tive and very elementary discus- 
sion of the armistice and peace. 
. . . 
HE great value of this third 
part is that it shows that Hoo- 
ver and Gibson have come inde- 
pendently to practical conclusions 
which are essentially the same as 
those on which the United Nations 
now are acting. The defect of 
this third part is that it. seems to 
have been written without taking 
into account, perhaps even with- 
out close knowledge of the con- 
structive diplomacy of the last 
four months.. 


The period opened with the sign- 
ing on Feb. 23, 1942, of an agree- 
ment with Great Britain by which 
the lend-lease machinery was set 
up to become, as the President has 
just told Congress, “the first of 
our concrete steps in the direction 
of affirmative post-war construc- 
tion.” Similar agreements were 
signed with China on June 2 and 
with the Soviet Union on June 11, 
and they are being offered to our 
other allies. The spirit and purpose 
of these agreements is, it would 
seem, wholly consistent with what 
Hoover and Gibson advocate in 
the discussion which begins on 
page 204 of their book. But what 
they write there would have 
gained in actuality if they had dis- 
cugsed what is actually being done. 
/During the. same period there 
have taken place the extremely 
important diplomatic negotiations 
which are marked by Sumner 
Welles’ two speeches, by the dec- 
larationis of war with Bulgaria, 
Rumania and Hungary, by the 
Anglo-Soviet alliance and the 
Molotov visit. Here we see in 
formation the decision to have a 
rather long policed armistice, dur- 
ing which, by. doing justice and by 
providing for relief and rehabilita- 
tion, the conditions and the m 
for a lasting settlement can be de- 
veloped. Hoover and Gibson lend 
the weight of their personal au- 
thority to this general procedure. 

This is a notable event: Gov. 
Landon already has indorsed the 
Hoover-Gibson book; Willkie’s po- 
sition never has been in doubt. 
Thus we may take great comfort 
in the fact that there is a high 
degree of unity of opinion among 
our political leaders.

mentally, both directly and indi- 
rectly, the daily lives of a large 
number of people, is one which, in 
light of war conditions, falls un- 
der the jurisdiction of the board.” 

Quotes Report of Panel. 

The board accepted the unani- 
mous conclusions of a panel head- 
ed by Dean Lioyd K. Garrison of 
the University of Wiconsin who 
said: 

“It is certain that if the board 
does not take, jurisdiction the 
threatened strike will occur, for 
every other avenue-of settlement 
has been exhausted, and the com- 
pany flatly refuses to submit the 
issues to arbitration.” 

In writing the opinion for’ the 
board, Wayne L. Morse, public 
member, said: 

“It would not be difficult for 
the American people to fix the 
responsibility for such a strike in 
ease it should occur if the Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. should force 
such a strike by refusing to ac- 
cede to the jurisdiction of the War 
Labor Board ... 

Calis Position Fallacious. 

“The fallacy of the position on 
jurisdiction taken by the Mont- 
gomery Ward company before the 
panel of the board seems clear if 
one follows it to its logical con- 
clusion. 

“What the position of the com- 
pany amounts to in fact is that it 
believes it should be allowed in 
these times to fight out with the 
labor organizations in its plants its 
differences with those organiza- 
tions over such issues as wages, 
conditions of employment, union 
security, and arbitration machin- 
ery. It says in effect that be- 
cause it has been the long-estab- 
lished policy of the company in 
peace times not to agree to any 
form of arbitration of its differ- 
ences with labor unions, but to re- 
tain to itself the whole determina- 
tion of all such questions within 
its own discretion, therefore, it in- 
tends to insist upon the same 
privileges and rights during war- 
time. 

“Such a so-called policy of 
‘rugged individualism’ cannot be 
exercised without qualifications 
during wartimes.”

URROUNDED by a high stone 
wall, the exided monarch of 
Rumania enjoys the seclusion 

befitting a king. But Carol's 

“casa” is no castle. He lives in a 
one-story dwelling which by his 
standards is merely a bungalow. 
There is a bedroom, living room, 
dining room, guest room, garage, 
servants’ quarters—and that is all. 

The house is set off by extensive 
lawns and gardens, with a beau- 
tifully tended carpet of cropped 
grass—a rare sight in. Mexico. 

In addition to Madame Lupescu, 
his household consists of Ernest 
Urdrianu, “secretary of state”; a 
handful of servants and a police- 
man provided by the Government 
of Mexico. 

The interview was held in the 
living room, with the doors stand- 
ing open on the garden. Between 
the doors and dominating the en-

tire room, was an oil portrait of 
Lupescu. 


From the entire conversation, 
one response of the King’s staod 
out. Asked if he still desired to 
come to the United States, the 
King paused, then spoke with a 
deeply quiet emphasis: “I still have 
that desire and I shall never give 
it up.” 


His purpose is to make more 
effective his leadership of the 
“free Rumania” movement.

Carol directs the plant- 
ing, and though he does little 
spade work, he likes to cut the 
flowers and to keep the house gay 
with them. In the living room at 
the time of this interview there 
were calla lilies and gladiolas, to- 
gether in the same tall vase. 

The interview afforded an oppor- 
tunity to put to Carol the ques- 
tion many Americans have asked 
about his money. It has been said 
that he is more desirous of un- 
freezing certain personal funds in 
the United States than in unfreez- 
ing Rumania. 

Carol laughed off the question. 
“When I have needed funds from 
the United States,” he said, “I have 
not found difficulty in getting 
them.” 

Gossip has it that Carol has been 
three times refused a visa to the 
United States. Actually, he has 
never formally applied for a visa. 
, But he is now in a position to hope 
"that if he does apply, he will not 
be refused.

ET your sunshine—that grand 
G old source of energy and health 
cannot be rationed, It is yours 
for the taking and should be 
scheduled in your keep-fit program 
so you might store energy and 
health for the colder months ahead. 
Good health and steady nerves 
are war-time necessities.

our doctors are being called to 


the service. Soon instead of one 
doctor for every 825 persons, there

This bidding ruled at several ta- 
bles of a recent duplicate game, 
and the match-point scores which 
the unmakable five spade contracts 
brought North-South were not very 
good. It was North’s selection of 
a mere one spade response that led 
to the bad result, inasmuch ag it 
opened the way to profitable sacri- 
fice bidding by East-West. These 
particular Norths were voluble in 
their own defense, pointing out 
that a three or four spade bid in 
response to one club might easily 
have prevented their reaching a 
laydown slam, if South’s hand had 
been “stronger. 

This type of argument hold no 
water. Why should a three or four 
spade response to the opening bid 
silence South if the latter had the 
values for a slam try? Obviously, 
with the hand South actually héld, 
a pass would be very much in or- 
der, but if South held enough addi- 
tional strength and additional con- 
trols there would be nothing to pre- 
vent his making another bid over 
three or four spades. 

North should have realized that 
the makeup of his own hand was 
such as to suggest that the op- 
ponents, also, would have at least 
one good suit. Considering the vul- 
nerability conditions, namely, that 
North-South were vulnerable and 
East-West were:not, North’s one 
spade response was virtually an in- 
vitation to the opponents to start 
bidding. 


My Neighbor Says: 


OSTON ferns, hydrangeas and 
B fuchsias readily can be re 

potted now. It is best to use 
pots one or two sizes larger than 
those in which the plants have. 
been growing, and care should be 
taken to pat the earth down 
firmly, particularly at the sides, 
so that the water will not run 
down between the earth and the 
pot. Cut the flowering plants
